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DEER ADVOCATES PROTEST “OFFENSIVE” SIGNAGE 
Officials received numerous complaints from 
wildlife advocates offended by new signs that 
went up over the last week. The signs were 
paid for by Morals Are Important for Local 
Fauna (MILF), a group that advocates for less 
promiscuous sexual behavior in East End 
wildlife populations. MILF has recently been 
condemning the deer spaying initiative that has 
been adopted locally, arguing that it will be “the 
gateway to consequence-free sexual activity” 
for deer. The new signs, which MILF has erected 
throughout local woods and meadows where 
deer congregate, urges deer to to practice 
abstinence instead. Wildlife advocates are 
outraged, pointing out that it is unrealistic to 
expect young deer to rely on celibacy to avoid 
pregnancy. On top of that, the slogan for MILF's 
campaign—“A Good Buck is Worth Waiting 
For’—has offended many wildlife lovers, who 
see it as condescending to does. 


FRAUD ALLEGED AGAINST MCGUMBUS 

A large New York investment firm has sued 
Shelter Island’s Old Man McGumbus for 
what they are calling “misrepresentation of a 
business with an intent to deceive and defraud 
investors.” Old Man McGumbus, the 104-year- 
old WWII veteran and inventor of a secret 
process for extracting chewable meat gums 
from animal byproducts, had sold his meat- 
drying factories and chain of jerky parlors to 
the firm Phermented Phats LLC for $35 million. 
In selling, McGumbus had certified to the buyer 
that his chain of jerky parlors turned an annual 
profit of $3,250,000. When Phermented Phats 
lost a ruinous $65 million on the jerky parlors 
in just one year of ownership, an investigation 
revealed that in fact the jerky parlor operation 
had been propped up by a North Korean 
customer who has for years bought all dried 
meat products that have failed to sell in the 
stores. The case against McGumbus will go to 
trial in the spring. 


TRIVIAL PURSUIT 

Emergency personnel were called to the site of 
a popular local trivia contest when a contestant 
in the game suffered a “trivia-induced mental 
breakdown,” and ran from the event and across 
the surrounding farmland screaming. Witnesses 
say the attack was brought on when the 
victim’s trivia team provided a correct answer 
to a trivia question and were nevertheless 
ruled to be incorrect. The question had 
to do with the date of the founding of a 
nationwide hamburger restaurant. The victim 
of the breakdown was eventually located, 
crouched in a fetal position and spouting 
information about hamburgers, milkshakes and 
french fries, and was transported to a local 
hospital for observation. g&

_ Residents All Over the Hamptons Opt for Mini-Mansions

he latest thing in the Hamptons are 

MiniMansions. People everywhere 
are tearing down their 15,000 square foot 
McMansions and replacing them with little 
three bedroom houses of 2,000 square feet. This 
trend is unprecedented in America. But here in 
the Hamptons, it’s the latest craze. 

Alice Henderstreep did this. She’s married to 
the steel magnate Charles Henderstreep and 
they tore down their McMansion in Quogue for 
a Mini. 

“It’s wonderful,” she said. “Some friends of 
ours in East Hampton did this. I call my husband, 
he’s in the next room and comes. We’re never 
far away from one another. And | love it. The 
dog runs around underfoot. The kids are in the 
kitchen. It’s family. And the room we now have 
on our five acres is just phenomenal. We have 
huge lawns, we now have tennis courts. The 
kids have parties in our new pool house. We 
even built a baseball diamond.” 

Fred and Harriet Eleanor in East Hampton, 
the people who told them about this, are also 
ecstatic about it. 

“This is the way the original settlers lived,” 


Fred said when we called. “We followed the 


plans for a saltbox pictured in the historical 
museum. And so did the Henderstreeps in 
Quogue. It’s not like that old split level that was 


here we tore down for the McMansion. This is 
a recreation of the early settlers. Hand-hewn 
beams. Wavy old glass in the windows. It wasn’t 
cheap. In fact, it cost more than the McMansion 
we tore down.” 

Another MiniMansion, on Meadow Lane, is 
owned by Harry McWillow and his brother 
Ted. In this case, though, they tore down 
a McMansion built just two years ago by a 
businessman who went bust. 

“Fortune 500 fellow,” Harry told us. “Too bad. 

We loved the property, right on the ocean. 
But the taxes were crazy, there were all these 
servants and landscapers. And we think the 
environment is important. We wanted to make 
a different kind of statement.” 
- The McWillows just sold their smartglass 
company to Google for $240 million. It’s a clear 
empty glass. Whatever you pour in lights up the 
outside and you can read what you poured in. It 
reads “beer” when you put in beer. 

Hampton Town Supervisor Renee Charlton 
commented about this new trend. 

“There have been 51 since January,” she said. 
“We’ve counted the building permits. | think 
it remains to be seen how this will affect real 
estate taxes. I am sure it will send them down. 
But we’ll deal with it.” 

Speaking for the construction industry, 
Howard Wallbanger of Wallbanger Industries 
said “for the moment, this is all to the good. 


There’s a flurry of new activity. Maintenance 
and repair will probably be less down the road. 
But here we’re tearing down and building new 
where we would not have done so before. The 
McMansions were just built. It’s a positive.” 
Adrien Coo of Adrien’s Landscaping also 


expressed optimism about the trend. “The 


houses are smaller but it’s not as if they have 
less money. So this means more money for 
larger amounts of lawn. With five of these, we’ve 
already installed quarter-acre English gardens.” 

“It’s also very good for the environment,” said 
Dr. Frank Freelander of the Riverhead Rescue 
Service. “If the trend continues, there will be 
much more space between homes, and | predict 
a return of the squirrels, butterflies, plovers and 
alligators that big McMansions have displaced. 
Although that’s after the dust settles.” 

Interestingly, in more than half of these new 
teardowns, the people building these new 
historic reproductions are also tearing out all 
their hedgerows. They want passersby to see 
what they have done. 

“It works both ways. Without the hedgerows, 
we can look out to see all the vistas to the 
ocean,” said Florence Koch, a woman who 
recently got the McMansion in a divorce, and 
tore it down and then moved in with her 
husband Gladys. 

The Town reports another 85 McMansion 
teardowns pending.

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In Search of Guinness 


A Wonderful Trip to the Heart and Soul of Modern Ireland

y wife, Chris, and 1 spent 12 days in Ireland 

earlier this month and this is a report 
on that trip. There is something very unusual 
about Ireland. And after we got back to New 
York, I began to think about what it was. At 
first I thought it was because of how beautiful 
Ireland is. There are places in southwest Ireland 
that are as spectacular as anything I have seen 
anywhere else in the world. Beautiful green hills, 
with sheep grazing on them, the hills tumbling 
down to the sea. Winding roads, especially on 
the Dingle Peninsula and the Ring of Kerry, are 
little more than one lane and offer sheer drops 
of hundreds of feet down to the ocean. There 
are more than 400 ancient castles in Ireland 
and you see them on hills everywhere. There is 
Dublin, with its beautiful old buildings that line 
the river that runs down the center in a way 
that is reminiscent of Paris. 

And the weather is unique. The Gulf 
Stream, bringing tropical showers and high 
temperatures up the Atlantic, comes to an end 
at Ireland. You have palm trees in Ireland, which 
is on a parallel 550 miles north of Montreal. You 
have sudden tropical showers. You have peeks 
of sunshine. Then you might have a mist for 


an hour and a half. I imagine that in Gaelic, the 
Irish language that is on all street signs next 
to the English, there are probably 20 different 
words for rain. 

What I! finally decided makes Ireland so 
special, however, is the people. The Irish are 
welcoming, down to earth and full of fun. And it 
is not just the Guinness, which is duly drunk in 
all the bars every day, in order, as I was told, to 
keep the “flow” going. 

A taxi driver explained this to me. Guinness 
in Ireland, on tap, is different from the Guinness 
you find anywhere else. It is smooth and gentle 
and almost like a milkshake. 

“It’s only 2.5% alcohol,” the driver told me. 
“Elsewhere else it is 5 or 7.5 and it has a sting. It 
also has a bitter aftertaste. This is because the 
Guinness comes into the pubs in barrels and 
the customers just keep the flow going through 
the pipes. Without the flow, the Guinness in the 
pipes gets stale. So we keep the flow going.” 

Whether he was making this up or not, I do 
not know. But after we came home, the first 
thing I did was take my wife out to Rowdy Hall 
in East Hampton to order a pint, and then a few 
days later to an Irish Pub in New York, so we 
could try again. The Guinness tasted absolutely 
fine, but then came the bitter aftertaste. It is not 


the Guinness we had in Ireland, whatever the 
reason. (Is there Irish Guinness here? Anyone 
know a place? Please let me know.) 

I also noticed that the pub in New York was 
filled with people talking loud about themselves 
and one another. The vibe was very serious, 
very earnest, very loud. Everyone was up to 
something. 

And that’s the point. Everywhere we went 
in Ireland, people in pubs were laughing and 
telling stories and singing songs. And it was that 
way on the streets and in the hotels and shops, 
too. What was it about these people? 

I’ve begun reading books about it. It all comes 
from the fact that Ireland, unlike the rest of 
Europe, was never properly westernized. In 
Ireland, fierce warriors threw back the Romans. 
And so, while everywhere else, for a thousand 
years, developed in the Judeo-Christian Roman 
framework we are so familiar with, Ireland 
remained a pagan Celtic land believing in a 
multitude of gods. Their religious leaders, called 
druids, held religious ceremonies, appealing to 
these gods, that were celebratory and happy. 
Elsewhere, where serious Christianity held 
sway, the people suffered from threats of fire 
and brimstone. In the end, the Christians had 
to accept, modify and (Contd on next page)

declare these pagan rituals acceptable. One of 
these became Halloween. 

Or consider this. Leaving Killarney for a 
tour of the Ring of Kerry, our driver noted, as 
we crossed a little bridge and entered a small 
town, that a one-week Celtic celebration had 
just ended. Called Lughnasadh, it is a pagan 
celebration where farmers go out into the 
fields and come back with the most handsome 
goat they can find, who is then crowned and 
declared King of the celebration. There was a 
legend connected to this, a complicated and 
hilarious story still told today. 

A married couple, he a wealthy farmer and 
she a local queen, got into an argument about 


; who was more important. It came down to who 


owned more property. Brought before them 
were all the goats, servants, bulls and furs they 
both owned. It was a tie. But the queen would 
not put up with it. Hearing of a beautiful brown 
bull in a neighboring county, she had emissaries 
go there and ask to borrow this bull for one 
year, after which time it would be returned, 
with many gifts in addition. The owner of the 
bull agreed. But when the emissaries returned 
to fetch the bull, one of them made the mistake 
of saying that if the farmer didn’t lend the bull, 
the queen intended to have her army invade 
and just take it. This of course led to a refusal to 
give the bull, after which the two counties went 
to war, which the queen lost. How this became 
a celebration with a crowned goat is lost in the 
midst of time, but you get the idea. 

Before we left for Ireland, I had been told 
that the Irish, unlike the people of many other 
countries, love Americans, but when I asked 
Irishmen about this, they shrugged. Hospitality 
is considered a great virtue in Ireland. In Celtic 
times, it was a crime to fail to show hospitality, 
particularly to strangers. Doors were always 
unlocked. 

Hospitality even shows up, indirectly, in 
Celtic law. Trials were held, with the druids 
as judges and the king and the community 
poet—a revered wise man—standing by. If 
you were convicted of wronging someone, you 
didn’t pay a fine—there was no coinage—and 
you didn’t go to jail—there were no jails. You 
paid in barter. In one known case, a woman 
was accused of letting her sheep wander off 
to eat the grass of a neighbor. The neighbor 
took the case to court and the judge ruled that 
the offending sheep should be killed and the 
meat given to the neighbor. But the woman 
appealed. She felt the decision too harsh. And 
to make her point, she went on a fast, and 
every day for a week she went to the neighbor’s 
house and repeatedly refused hospitality. This 
was an embarrassment to the neighbor. And 
the community could see this. The decision 
was reviewed by an appeals judge, and it was 
overturned. The woman only had to give the 
wool of the sheep to the neighbor. The grass 
would grow back, so would the wool. 

Finally, something should be said about the 
legendary fierceness of the Irish, both in the 
old days and in recent days with the English 
and, from time to time, even among themselves. 
Because the Irish, in Celtic times, thought that 
the next life was quite nearby this life, they 
were not afraid to cross over. 

Here are some of the things we saw and did 
on this trip.

Crows, Giraffes, Monkeys, Elephants, Gorillas and Sheepdogs

ee scientific study concludes that 
people are attracted to the smell of others 
who share the same political views. 

This study was done by social scientists at 
Brown, Harvard and Penn State. They taped 
gauze pads to the armpits of 21 subjects, 
left them on for 24 hours, gathered them up, 
and then asked 125 volunteers to smell each 
gauze pads and report if they were repulsed or 
attracted to that smell. Because they had asked 
all the subjects to write down their political 
beliefs when they signed up, they were able to 
determine that liberals were attracted to the 
smell of other liberals and conservatives were 
attracted to the smell of other conservatives. 

As you know, smellis one of the most important 
things in the early stages of courtship. Yet here 
was this study that brought the political views 
first and smell second. 

Arthur C. Brooks, who wrote about this in an 
opinion piece in The New York Times, wondered 
what happens when, after time, as often is the 
case, a person’s political views change. He had 
no answer to this, but his personal experience 
was he married a woman who shared his 
liberal views, who, 23 years later, is still with 
him even though he has drifted to a more 
conservative position. He ventured that she 
must be putting up with him. Here he was, now 


suffering from cognitive-olfactory dissonance. 


In that same week, in The Times, | read about 


some scientists who are now studying the 
social behavior of giraffes after finding that, as 
one of them put it, they are a species that has 
received little attention from scientists. 

“Giraffes are the ‘forgotten megafauna,” said 
Julian Fennessy, the executive director of the 
Giraffe Conservation Foundation. 

“When I first became interested in giraffes in 
2008,” said Megan Strauss of the University of 
Minnesota, “I was surprised to see how little 
had been done.” 

Now much research has been done. And we 
know a lot. We know, for example, that giraffes 
have very large eyes that provide panoramic 
vision. They can see things clearly not only 
in front of them, but also behind. They also 
see very far away. They have prehistoric lips 


and teeth that can, when used in conjunction - 


with their 18-inch tongues, separate the leaves 
they want to eat from those they don’t. They 
can also disassemble branches and twigs and 
take out berries from the leaves. The dexterity 
of their mouths compares favorably to the 
dexterity of the human hand. 

Then there is behavior. By using helicopters, 
infrared, tagging, general observation and DNA 
testing of scat, hair and saliva, they-have learned 
that the females tend to hang out together and 
form long-term friendships. Studies show cases 


where females in a herd often have no contact 
whatsoever with one particular female, but 
then spend lots of time enjoying the company 
of several other females for years and years. 

Dr. Kerryn Carter, a zoologist at the University 
of Queensland in Australia, has speculated 
about these long-term female friendships. 
She thinks they communicate about the best 
feeding grounds, about calf caretaking, or just 
“to reduce stress by having somebody near by.” 

Natalie Angier wrote the story of one mother 
giraffe who returned again and again in the 
company of other females to a place where 
earlier a lion had run off with one of her baby 
calves. She exhibited great grief each time. 

As for the males, they spend their days 
trying out different strategies to arrange mating 
opportunities with the females. One strategy 
exhibited by young males is to emulate the 
behavior of older males. These older males, 
which the researchers call alpha males, are 
treasured by the females and can mate with 
them most anytime. The older males lose the 
cute bits of fur that grow on their horns when 
young. They also develop a bony mass on 
the top of their forehead, which the women 
apparently like. Their neck muscles become 
pronounced. They stand up proud, their necks 
bringing them up to their full 20-foot height. 

A young buck, though, particularly one new 
to the mating game, will (Continued on next page) 
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show up and try to see if this will 
work. He struts around, standing tall, 
puffing out his neck, prodding the 
females, sniffing their urine for signs 
of estrus, letting them know he’s the 
man. 

But he’s the man only until an alpha 
male appears. When one does, he 


before the zoo opened, finding small 


rocks and making a pile out of them. 
He’d be ready. 

We know that certain mammals can 
look in a mirror and clearly realize 
they are looking at themselves. And 
we know crows can find food by 


working in teams to lower a rope to 


immediately ducks down and tries to 
make himself look meek and small. He 
doesn’t even look at the females. 
Who me? I wasn’t doing anything. 
Fact is, if he doesn’t, the alpha male 
can give him a good whupping. Older 
males will attack by swinging their 
necks around and using their heads as clubs. 
Hitting the youth hard in the softer neck, he can 
break his neck. He can even kill him. 
And then there are lots of other interesting 
‘studies into animal behavior. One involved 
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a chimpanzee in a zoo in Sweden. This 
chimpanzee expressed himself from time to 
time by throwing rocks at the tourists coming 
to visit him. But what really was remarkable 
was when the keepers saw him spend time, 
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get at it. 

I have two dog stories. One is about 
the watchdog instincts many of them 
exhibit. A few years ago my wife 
and | held a yard sale in front of the 
garage at the top of our driveway. 
When a car would pull up and people 
got out by the curb on the street below, our 
dog, a sheepdog, would sound the alarm, run 
down the driveway and bark and prance with 
these people as they took the walk up. After 
doing this about a dozen times, he began doing 
a more abbreviated version. He’d sound the 
alarm, then run a few feet down the driveway, 
wait for them to come up and then prance and 
wag his tail as he escorted them the rest of the 
way. Then after a few of these, his reaction got 
even shorter. He’d see a car pull up and just not 
get up. He’d bark and bark until they arrived. 
After that, he gave up the barking. He’d just 
thump his tail. And after that, he just napped as 
everybody went up and down. 

The other story took place on a sheep farm in 
New Zealand. We spent a month there not long 
ago. We were in a barn at the foot of a hill, and 
we were watching a farmer shearing his sheep. 
A dog lay in the corner. 

“Is that an Australian sheepdog?” I asked. 

“Yup,” the farmer said. 

“I’m told they are the smartest of all dogs,” I 
said. 

“Henry!” the farmer shouted at the dog. He 
perked up his ears. “Get me another one.” 

The dog leaped to his feet, ran up the hill 
to the top of the pasture, separated out one 
sheep from the herd, and as it baaaaed and 
fulminated, blocked its attempts to get back to 
the herd and shouldered it back down the hill 
to us in the barn. 

Then he lay back down in the corner and 
went back to sleep. gm. 
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The Big Duck Rides Again at the Autumn Antique Auto Show

n the East End of Long Island, we are 
blessed with beaches, vineyards and a 
30-foot concrete duck, and locals and visitors 
alike welcome any opportunity to celebrate and 
support the iconic roadside attraction—such 
as this Sunday’s Autumn Antique Auto Show. 
The Big Duck has been a Long Island landmark 
since 1931, when Riverhead duck farmer Martin 
Maurer came up with the idea to build a duck- 
shaped building to entice passing motorists 
to come in and buy his ducks and duck eggs. 
Supposedly, the story goes, Maurer found 
inspiration on a trip to California, when he 
and his wife stopped at a coffee shop that was 
shaped like a coffeepot. Maurer enlisted local 
carpenter George Reeve and two theatrical 
set designers, brothers William and Samuel 
Collins, to design the duck-shaped shop in the 
image of the snowy white Pekin ducks being 
raised all over Long Island, and the rest is 
architectural history. 

More than 80 years later, the Big Duck 
remains as eye-catching as ever, although the 
wares have gone from ducks to “duck-abilia,” 
duck-themed souvenirs by which guests can 
‘remember their visit (although it’s hard to 
imagine how anybody could forget a monster 
duck with glowing red eyes). The famed fowl 
locale is also paying homage to its agricultural 
past. The Long Island Duck Farming Exhibit 
in the Victorian Barn showcases equipment, 
photos and related items that document 


the history of the Long Island duck farming 
industry, which was once a tremendous part of 
Long Island’s economy. 

At Christmastime, the duck famously sports 
a stylish muffler of twinkling lights around its 
neck, but the Friends of the Big Duck are not 
ones to rush through autumn too quickly, they 
are celebrating the current season with their 
sixth annual Autumn Antique Auto Show. 

The event raises funds to keep the King Kong 
of duckdom in tip-top shape and to maintain 
the surrounding 37.5 acre park, drawing a 
crowd of car enthusiasts and other revelers 
happy to support the cause. “We have a faithful 
following,” event chair Neil Young notes. 

Last year, 100 cars, a showcase of classics 
from Model A to Mustang, rolled into Flanders 
to help out the Big Duck. The antique cars, all 25 
years or older, range from trucks, roadsters and 
police cruisers to 1950s classics with fins like a 
great white, and bring out fans young and old. 
“It’s family entertainment,” says Young, who 
admits to being a car guy himself. His own set 
of wheels is a 94 Caprice Classic, with 100,000 
miles on it.

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The Old Mill Inn, Serving Two Kinds of Spirits

pirits will be high when the historic Old 

Mill Inn in Mattituck closes out its season 
with its annual blowout Halloween party on 
November 1. “I’ve never experienced [ghosts],” 
says manager Bia Lowe of rumors that the Old 
Mill Inn is haunted. “Other than to say that 
there is a really happy feeling in the Old Mill 
whenever there’s music, which is probably due 
to part of its history as a dance hall.” 

What is now a quaint restaurant and bar on 
the Mattituck Inlet gets its name from its history 
as a former gristmill, built around 1820. In 1903, 
the mill was converted into a tavern and dance 
hall, reflecting the prevailing trend at the time 


to provide entertainment for vacationers who 
took the railroad out to Long Island. “Mattituck 
was a place that had lots of guest houses and 
boarding houses. People would come out for 
the weekend and go to places like the Old Mill 
for dancing,” says Lowe. (Incidentally, the Old 
Mill will celebrate its birthday this weekend 
with vintage cocktails from the turn of the last 
century.) Later, the Old Mill was used as a hub 
for rumrunners during Prohibition—the trap 
door is located in the restaurant’s now-kitchen, 
which was an ice room at the time—before its 
current incarnation, named the first certified 
“green” restaurant on Long Island in 2009. 

“To me, the Old Mill is such a window of 
history for the East End,” Lowe says. “Dating

back to the Bonacker days, to the development 
of the railroad and how these towns came to be. 

“What’s appealing about it is its authenticity,” 
Lowe continues. “It harkens back to a different 
time, and that’s what we want customers to 
experience,” she says. “[There’s a] serenity 
and timeliness that invites people to step 
back and relax.” 

Lowe purchased the Old Mill Inn nine years 
ago as a part of a group of nine partners. She 
first spotted the building while in the inlet on 
a friend’s boat and immediately fell in love. 
“We've basically given it a lot of love and elbow 
grease,” says Lowe. “We have not made any 
changes other than simply cosmetic.” 

Specifically, the interior beams that support 
the Inn, which have served as a place for 
patrons to carve, write or burn their initials and 
names, have remained unchanged, and many 
of the etchings are from the turn of the 20th 
century. “A lot of names [on the beams] are a 
part of the history of the area, “ says Lowe. “It’s 
a lot of street names that you see on the North 
and South Forks, a lot of old families.” 

Now the Inn serves diverse American dishes, 
with an emphasis on seafood. At night the bar 
scene comes alive. And so, some say, do the 
ghosts. Though Lowe hasn’t personally heard 
from ghosts, she has heard plenty of stories 
about them, concluding “they’re all benevolent 
or mischievous.” Among the haunts patrons 


- have mentioned are a “caretaker guy ghost who 


goes around at night,” as well as a “flirtatious 
female ghost who wears red that likes to tickle 
the ears of males at the bars.” There’s suspicion 
that former owner Mrs. Richard Holmes, who 
took over the Old Mill in 1958, still maintains 
a spiritual presence. “She and her husband 
owned the Mill for 30 years, and she was 
much beloved. Many local people cut their 
chops at the Old Mill [under her ownership],” 
says Lowe, who suspects her familiarity is one 
of the reasons why people attribute ghostly 
happenings to Holmes. 

The Old Mill Inn will close for the season in 
the wee hours of November 2, after the ghouls 
and goblins attending the Halloween costume 
party have floated home. As it’s a dance party 
with Gene Casey & The Lone Sharks, the ghosts 
may come out to play. 

“I do think there’s something about the effect 
of music on the building’s change in energy,” 
says Lowe. “It’s a very happy [energy], and I 
attribute that to the spirits.” ga

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Tatking with Cover Artist Samuel Emler

up in Massapequa and 
ARTIST graduated from School of 
Visual Arts, later earning 
his MFA from the New York 
Academy of Art. He’s taught 
-at Polimoda in Florence, 
‘Italy and completed murals 
for numerous nonprofits, 
including an orphanage in Ukraine. Closer to 
home, his murals uplift visitors by gracing 
the walls of institutions such as Mount Sinai 
Hospital, Boston Children’s Hospital, Stony 
Brook University Hospital, Southside Hospital, 
The Foundling Center, Babylon Hospice and 
Angela’s House. This week’s cover shows 
Emler’s mastery of luminous color and 
ability to capture the essence and feeling of 
a certain moment. 


The colors are harmonious and soft while still 
being vivid—do you have a special technique 
for achieving this? And is this a recent work? 
The painting was painted over 10 years ago, 
using a technique that’s similar to how still 
paint today. | like to float colors over a sepia 
“imprimatur” to generate a luminous effect. 


This cover artwork reminds me of the tractors 
you see at farms on the North Fork—is there a 
story behind it? 

I am partial to capturing the moment. This 
painting was derived from such a moment, 
while visiting Barney Loughlin, the owner of 
Loughlin Vineyard in Sayville. Born and raised 
in Sayville, Barney is a Sayville institution. He’s 
been serving wine and making people smile 
for many years. While taking a break from his 
chores to enjoy the beautiful day, he struck 
a pose that I really felt I needed to capture. 
I wanted to preserve him in a painting to be 
passed on for generations. 


With a MFA from The New York Academy of 
Art and a BFA from SVA, did you have any 
professors who had a strong influence on your 
artistic career? 

I studied under many great professors, 
benefitting from all of them. One professor 
that influenced me the most was Sal Catalano. 
Sal was more than just a teacher of technique. 
He spoke to the soul of the artist. He was 
also able to address each student on a 
personal level. One thing he ingrained in me 
was to be true to my heart and paint as is 
natural for me. 


As an art teacher, what do you encourage in 
your students? 

As an instructor, I encourage students to 
master the fundamentals, but also emphasize 
the significance of trusting the intuitive creative 
process. The simplest painting, approached 
with passion, is as significant as a mural in a 
palace. To be an artist is striving with every 
nerve to obtain that which we never will. 


How did you get into doing murals? 
My very first mural was inspired by 


frescoes in churches in Florence, 
from Ghirlandaio to Pontormo. In 
addition to telling a story, these 
frescoes maintained a quality that 
withstood time. I would transcend 
before these great works. After 
returning home from Italy one year, I 
painted one of these frescoes on the 
wall of Long Island Picture Frame 
Gallery. This mural opened the 
door to more work, commissions 
for residential murals, and painting 
murals in hospitals. This spring | 


will return to the same wall, restoring the 
original mural, in celebration of 


25th anniversary. 


Do you have any upcoming 
projects or new paintings you’re 
working on? 

I am always working on fresh 
paintings, with my focus. mainly on 
gallery work, but also for private 
commissions. Right now Im 
working on a series of ballerinas for 
Chrysalis Gallery as well as a private 
commission. I am also preparing a 
series of equestrian paintings for 
The Hampton Classic. g&

while staying at the Ashford Castle in Cong. 
We had hawks fly off from our wrists and come 
back to us. 

In Dublin, we watched a play in a private 
room upstairs from a bar called Ha’penny 
Pub. It was an English adaptation by an Irish 
play of Moliere’s The Misanthrope, and we sat 
there sitting at tables drinking Guinness while 
the actors performed this hilarious comedy 
about a young man so smitten with a woman he 
gets into a rage when she so much as talks to 
someone else, even on her cellphone. __. 

We watched another play at the nearby 
Gaiety Theatre, a serious comedy written by 
Brendan Behan 50 years ago about his two-year 
stay in an English prison that resulted from 
his carrying explosives to some rebels. It was 
called Borstal Boy and at the end, when the cast 
came out on stage for curtain calls, they started 
singing an Irish prison song called “The Auld 


Triangle” and the entire audience stood up and. 


sang along with them. It had not been in the 
play. It was just that everyone knew it. 


We went on a tour of the Guinness Warehouse | 


at the Guinness factory in Dublin. But the tour 
was pretty much an advertisement for Guinness 
and I don’t recommend it, except for one thing. 
If you go up six flights of stairs to a glass- 
enclosed pub on the top floor overlooking all of 
Dublin in every direction, you can redeem your 
ticket to the tour for a free pint of Guinness at 
the bar up there. This was one very happy party 
going on. 

We stayed at Clarence Hotel, right along the 
banks of the river in Dublin, so we could look 
out and observe the river traffic. This is an old, 
grand hotel, carefully restored by a new owner, 
Bono of U2, and it features a penthouse that 
reportedly rents for $2,500 a night. 

We visited a writers museum in Dublin. The 
Irish have a very strong admiration for their 
great poets and writers. We saw letters written 
by George Bernard Shaw, manuscripts by James 
Joyce, Brendan Behan’s typewriter that one day 
he reportedly threw through a window, and a 
room that featured the busts of many, many 
lrish writers, including one that had been made 
by an East Hampton sculptor, Peter Lipman- 
Wulf, and gifted to the museum. 

We took a day trip to Belfast, in Northern 


Ireland, where we met up with a friend who is 
now a writer for the Games of Thrones TV show 
being filmed in that city. In the studio, we took 
pictures of one another sitting in the throne 
of daggers. And on an adjacent set, we got to 
watch the filming of a scene from the wings. 

Belfast, which experienced daily battles 
and bombings for many years between the 
Irish Catholics and English Protestants, is now 
divided, the two factions separated by walls, 
thanks to the Good Friday peace agreement 
brokered by special envoy George J. Mitchell, 
an agent of Bill Clinton’s, in 1998. Over these 
walls at night—there are 24 of them—English 
teenagers throw rocks at the Irish and Irish 
teenagers throw rocks at the English. When we 
visited, we found rocks recently thrown. But 
none came over while we were there. 

Back in Dublin, we sat in a pub in a hotel and 
watched the national hurling championship 
game on television. Every county in Ireland has 
its own team. Ireland, by the way, is a very small 
country, no bigger than the State of New York. 
You can take a train across its middle from 
Galway to Dublin in under three hours. 

We walked through the ruins of castles in 
the countryside. One of them, called the Rock 
of Cashel, was at one time the seat of a Celtic 
king. Around 1100, the Celts ceded it to the 
Christians and the bishop of that community, 
whose grand estate we stayed at that night, 
made it a Cathedral for the next 600 years. 

We ate a grand dinner in Dublin at Thornton, 
opposite St. Steven’s Green, a restaurant 
with two Michelin stars. In the same building 
is Citron, another fine restaurant. Down on 
Grafton Street, which has been converted into 
a pedestrian way, we discovered “our” pub, 
Bewley’s Café, had been there in a converted 
private home since about 1850. 

The Cashel Palace Hotel is as splendid and 
well-appointed a hotel as exists in Ireland, 
and the Ballygarry Inn in Tralee is a wonderful 
hotel and a spa with a restaurant and pub and 
an energetic and enthusiastic staff. We also 
stayed in Killarney at the Malton, formerly the 
Southern Railway Hotel, another grand hotel 
and spa. a 

And then there is the incredibly luxurious 
Ashford Castle in Cong, a massive 6th century

Celtic structure on hundreds of lakefront acres 
restored with stables, a spa, suits of armor, a 
golf course, tennis courts, a uniformed staff, 
a tea room and library and living room, a 
falconry school and stables, three dining rooms 
(one visited by George V), entertainment and 
numerous other activities. A boat from its dock 
on the lake takes you out to a small island 
where St. Patrick built a church and where 
Brendan, his navigator, is buried. 

We took this boat ride through a drizzle one 
afternoon, and while on board, an older man 
from a nearby village sat on a folding chair, 
played an accordion and sang Irish folks songs. 
I videoed him on my cellphone. And then, as 
I was making this video, I saw that among the 
passengers listening to him, in the background, 
was a handsome couple I'd seen at the castle 
thoroughly in love and now thoroughly 
enjoying the music and singing along. After 
we disembarked on the island, I thought this 
couple might well like this one-minute video | 
made on my iPhone as a memento. 

As we walked back to the boat from the 
ruined church, I caught up with the woman. 
Excuse me, I| said, | don’t want to disturb you 
but I have this wonderful video of the accordion 
player and | thought you and your husband 
might like a copy. 

“Sure,”. she said. Then, “Are you from New 
York?” She had picked up my accent. 

“Yes.” 

“Where?” 

“East Hampton and Manhattan.” 

“Where in Manhattan?” 

“On the Upper East Side.” 

“Where on the Upper East Side? 

“85th Street and Fifth Avenue.” 

“We live on 85th Street and Fifth Avenue.” 

I told her the exact address. This is a 14-story 
apartment building. They lived in this building 
too. 

“What floor?” she asked. 

“Tenth.” 

“We live on the tenth.” 

Neighbors, meeting on a rainy day on a boat 
trip between an Irish castle and an Island. What 
are the chances of that? 

“And we have a house in Bridgehampton,” 
she said. @&

An Affair to Remember Unfolds in New Series

If Revenge is a_ pulpy 
romance novel _ that 
imagines the Hamptons as 
a candy-coated Long Island 
version of Beverly Hills, 
the new Showtime drama 
The Affair is a dense work 
of literature that presents 
Montauk as a_ beautiful, 
flawed character all its 
own. That’s not to say one 
show is better than the other; the two couldn’t 
be more different. Revenge is a guilty pleasure 
fantasy, while The Affair looks to be a brutally 
honest character study. Telling the same story 
from several points of view, The Affair has the 
potential to be a gripping drama, so long as the 
characters remain compelling and the central 
mystery has some movement. 

Manhattan author Noah Solloway (Dominic 


West) and Montauk waitress Alison Lockhart 


(Ruth Wilson) are separately interviewed by a 
detective who is looking for answers regarding a 
mysterious incident that the two were involved 
in during one summer in Montauk. They each 
tell the story of the day that they met, with 
very different perspectives. Noah recalls Alison 
as an ethereal flirt who is uninhibited and 
forward with her intentions. Alison, on the 
other hand, sees Noah as the instigator to any 
flirtation and interaction. The Alison presented 
during her own version of events is a depressed 
woman who can’t find a way to go on living 
after the death of her son. Also introduced 
are Helen (Maura Tierney), Noah’s wife, and 
Cole (Joshua Jackson), Alison’s husband. Both 
couples appear compatible and functional, but 
sex—or in Noah’s case, a lack thereof—proves 
to be a major issue for both. The pilot doesn’t 
reveal what incident Noah and Alison are being 
questioned about. The episode doesn’t get 
too bogged down in the mystery, which is 
refreshing but does tantalize the viewer with a 
few significant revelations. 

Wilson is absolutely magical as Alison. She 
presents a wounded, deeply vulnerable woman 
in both scenarios, with an unnerving instability 
lurking just beneath the surface in Noah’s 
story and a withdrawn, angry complacence 
in her version of events. Other characters 
are somewhat under-developed (this is likely 
intentional), but Alison can’t hide the pain and 

- grief of losing her child, and she becomes the 
most relatable as a result. Wilson is riveting in 
every scene she appears in and was perfectly 
cast. West is impressive as Noah, exuding a 
disarming sexuality that works to great effect. 

Montauk is very much a central character in 
The Affair. Noah and Alison have their fateful 
first encounter at the Lobster Roll (aka Lunch), 
and Alison and Cole’s home is right on the 
dunes. There are scenes filmed in Amagansett, 
Deep Hollow Ranch and other East End locales. 

The Affairs first episode ends on an 


ominous, sexually charged note that hints at 


dark times ahead. For audiences who aren’t 
phased by frank sexual content and enjoy 
slow-paced storytelling that focuses more on 
character than plot, The Affair earns an easy 
recommendation. The Affair airs on Sundays at 
10 p.m. on Showtime.

_ What was one of the most important things 
I've learned, she pried. I’ve realized that it’s OK 
to still be figuring things out. But, equally as 
important, I’ve learned a few secrets for how to 
make the best scrambled egg. 

This may not sound like a skill, but it’s very 
satifying to be able to come home and know that 
a quick and healthy meal is at my disposable.

(Obviously, 
this puts the carbs back in.) 

And now, my “egg hacks” to make the meal 
infinitely more satisfying: 

1. Buy farm fresh eggs. A good fail-safe method 
for finding eggs is to simply drive along the 
backroads of either the North or South Forks. 
But, for a sure deal, head to One Woman Winery 
in Southold. 

2. Use olive oil, preferably flavored. I’ve been 
indulging in Vines & Branches blood orange 
infused olive oil. When I told the Dan’s Papers 
office about this, they scoffed. Citrus flavors 
and eggs may not go together at first thought, 
but when you add the pepper jack cheese and 
salsa, it helps to mitigate the bite. When coating 
the pan in olive oil, use more than you think 
you need. 

3. Use a ton of veggies. Cut them into bite-

sized pieces. I always use tomatoes and green 
onions, but | love throwing in avocadoes. 

4. Scramble the eggs with a little milk. 

5. Consider using cream cheese. Mentioning 
this in the office again led to strange glances, 
but I was first made privy to the cream cheese 
and egg phenomenon while eating at Sarabeth’s 
in Chelsea Market. I’ve learned that if you keep 
the pan hot enough, the cream cheese melts 
into the eggs. 

6. Always top your eggs with salsa. 

Yes, it was pretty satisfying when some 
internet quiz validated that I was meant to 
be a writer. But there’s also something to be 
said for instant gratification in the form of a 
small task like nailing a delicious recipe for 
scrambling eggs.

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Rules and Tips for Lighting a Fall Beach Fire

s much fun as beaches are during the summer, 
during the fall, the good times continue with 
the help of a tidy beach fire. 

Spending time with friends around a fire is a time- 
honored tradition of beach living, but before building 
a fire in a public place, there are a number of rules 
to consider, plus best practices to be conscious of. 

At some beaches on the East End, fires are always 
prohibited, while on others they require a permit. 
Often a container of some sort if mandatory, and 
ashes and remnants must be disposed off where they 
won't litter the beach and won’t reignite. Refer to 
the Dan’s Papers Beach Guide at DansPapers.com to 
learn the restrictions at individual beaches. 

When building a beach fire, the location is very 
important. It should be, at the very least, 50 feet 
from any beach grass and other vegetation. Hot flying 
embers could easily cause a brush fire. Also keep a 
safe distance from the parking lot. Embers and a car’s 
paint job don’t mix. 

If building a ground fire, use a shovel—or. your 
hands—to dig a little ditch first. If a container is 
required, consider using an old charcoal grill minus 
the legs. Half an old oil drum also works well. 

Never use pressure-treated treated wood in a 
beach fire. Not only is it bad for the environment, it 
is also hazardous for anyone sitting near the fire, and 
it smells bad. Driftwood strewn around the beach 
makes for a much better fire. If planning to bring 
wood to the beach, avoid anything with nails and 


staples in it. Pallets are notorious for leaving behind 
nails that make a mess and are dangerous for all the 
barefoot beachgoers. 

While many consider a larger fire a better fire, 
large fires are also typically short-lived, as wood 
supplies run out quickly. And they also run a 
higher risk of getting out of control. Keep the fire 
manageable—less then 3 feet in diameter and no 
more than 2 feet high. As it burns down, add wood 
to keep it going for the duration of your stay at the 
beach. 

Though the bay or ocean may be right there with 
a large supply of water, getting that water to a fire 
pit or hot ember that made landfall is going to be 
hard without buckets, so make sure to bring a few. 
Fill the buckets before even lighting the fire and 
keep them at arm’s reach. 

A small fire may be extinguished by kicking some 
sand on it, but that becomes an arduous task for 
larger fire. Plus, the sand will remain hot for hours. 
Beachgoers who come around the next morning 
could burn themselves seriously. 

To ensure safety and to prevent brush fires, soak 
down a fire completely. Stir the embers around 
with a stick, and soak the fire again. Keep doing this 
until there are no hotspots left. Don’t leave behind 
unsightly embers, and don’t throw warm embers in 
the trash. Many trash fires begin this way. 

Keep all this in mind for your enjoyment of the 
beach—undisturbed by the authorities—and for 
the enjoyment of the people who come to the beach 


after you. 44%.

October 12 and it is very cool, 
promising cold to come. I am 
anticipating some _ frosted 
plants. It is time to begin 
removing plants from the 
garden. My preference is to 
remove only annuals. | like 
to look at the garden through 
late fall and winter, to see 


that there is a garden there,

where each plant lives, and 


to think about all of the insects finding coverage. 
Even “melted” hosta foliage has a place in the winter 
garden. 

However, I take care of some gardens where spring 
bulbs begin coming up early. These I do cut hard 
now, weed thoroughly, and apply mulch to avoid 
spring weeding. With dividing and transplanting 
done now, the garden is ready for its spring show. 

Dividing and transplanting is an important aspect 
of the garden. More often than not, clients asking 
for a new garden think that it should look beautiful 
immediately and remain ever-beautiful, when really 
the initial planting is just the beginning of a dance 
that lasts for years. Even a garden that is planted by 
stuffing many plants into it to make it look mature 
the first year will need to begin the dance in the 
following years in order for it to retain its structure 
and beauty. When one can accept that the static 

garden becomes unattractive in a few years, all 
possibilities for beauty are available. 

A garden that | “built” over several years developed 
into a closely planted swirl of color and texture that, 
I must say, was breathtaking. With a new owner, the 
garden has become much sparser, each plant making

an individual statement while still interplaying in 
the larger picture. The magical swirl has become a 
colléction. I was reticent at the prospect of losing 
the garden I had created, but the new one has caught 
my imagination and I am eager to participate in its 
development. 

My own garden has changed this fall. I have divided 
and replanted, removed plants from beds that have 
become too shady and replanted them in sunnier 
locations. There were some plants that I loved when 
I planted them but had since tired of (yes, I can find 
some plants boring), so out they came, leaving room 
for a current love. Then I added more of that one 
that had started as an interesting baby and grown 
into a fantastic adult. Well then, those needed others 
to interact with. Divided bearded iris yielded many 
rhizomes to be planted in new and different places. 

In the spring, I saw a baby Henry Lauder’s Walking 
Stick (one of my favorite large shrubs) that has red 
new growth! I resisted it as long as I could. To make 
a place for it, | moved a shrub, removed a large patch 
of very well established lily of the valley, which was a 
significant feat, and made a whole new bed that then 
allowed me to move a small tree which had outgrown 
its location. The shrub moved into a space that 
needed company so I moved some muhlenbergia 
capillaris (pink muhly grass), calamagrostis “Karl 
Foerster” and some aconitum to keep it company. | 
was given 15 pieces of Deschampsia cespitosa (tufted 
hair grass) and 10 pieces of variegated Liriope, which 
were tucked into new homes. 

My garden has been made by a plant nerd who 
is also an artist, and it looks like no garden I would 
plant for a client. It is like my art work, full of 
interesting things, plants and “stuff” and is a little 
weird but adding, subtracting, transplanting and 
dividing keeps it fresh, interesting and beautiful.

Restaurant Review: Joe’s Garage & Grill

f you’re looking for a place with great food in a 

comfortable atmosphere, Joe’s Garage and Grill 
in Riverhead should be your next pit stop. Joe’s 
offers southern-style barbeque with a few twists in 
one of the prettiest locations in Riverhead, complete 
with an open-air dining room looking out on the 
Peconic River. 

On a gorgeous end-of-summer evening, we couldn’t 
resist sitting outside. We started out with Joe’s 
famous Tokyo Drift sliders—smoked pork belly 
inside a bun that looked like an arepa (which are 
a kind of flatbread traditionally made with corn 
flour) and topped with spicy/sour kimchee, a bright 
cucumber salsa, and Joe’s Garage sauce, which 
is made with peppers, mayo, garlic, lemon and a 
variety of savory spices. A delicious Asian twist to 
this eclectic BBQ menu. 

The crispy calamari was indeed crispy, served 
with a lively jalapeno remoulade. The Asian-style 
duck wings were phenomenal, vaguely smoky and 
slightly sweet, topped with black and white sesame 
seeds and served with a spicy cusabi sauce for 
dipping. Joe’s chopped salad is also a winner, 
as it’s full of fresh, local ingredients—tomatoes, 
peppers, cucumbers, red onion, delicious fennel, tiny 
bocconcini mozzarella balls with a delectable white 
balsamic vinaigrette. The salad is a great choice to 
break up some of the heavier comfort BBQ food. 

For our main course, we tried the brisket platter— 
an enormous portion of thick, smoky Angus beef 


brisket that was tender and juicy. You could see 
the ring of smoke around the meat, and I reveled 
in the crispy ends that were just slightly burnt and 
full of flavor. The platter is loaded up with some 
favorite BBQ sides: sweet and smoky country-style 
beans, Joe’s fries, which are ridiculously crispy and 
perfectly seasoned potatoes (no fake frozen fries 
here!), slices of refreshing watermelon and coleslaw. 
This dish should come with a warning—it’s huge! 
There are no skimpy portions at Joe’s! 

The “Paul Bunyan” sandwich was on Joe’s Specials 
Menu, and it lived up to its big name. The plate was 
loaded with the most tender lager-braised oxtail and 
red cabbage, then smothered in gooey Manchego 
cheese and topped with fresh green apple slices, all 
on a hearty pretzel bun. It sounds like a mouthful, 
and it was—the oxtail nearly melted in my mouth 
and was full of slow-cooked flavor. Paired with the 
heavenly Manchego cheese and fresh apple slices, 
this sandwich deserves to be called “special.” 

The desserts at Joe’s Garage are not to be passed 
over, either. We couldn’t resist having the s’mores 
chocolate mousse, served in a mason jar with layers 
of decadent mousse, crushed graham crackers and 
mini marshmallows. We also had to try the wild 
berry pie, which was overflowing with blueberries, 
strawberries and blackberries topped with pretty 
pink strawberry ice cream. Beautiful to look at and 
even better to eat, my dining partner and I loved 
this one! We were surprised with another dessert 
from Chef Brian Burner, a Banana Burrito. He takes 
bananas and cheesecake, puts them together and

wraps them in a flour tortilla, fries them and dusts 
them with cinnamon sugar and serves them warm 
with fresh whipped cream. If you don’t see this on 
the menu, ask your server if they’re making it. 

Joe’s Garage and Grill was a pleasant surprise 
for this foodie. With the comfortable, friendly 
atmosphere and a delicious eclectic BBQ menu, I'll 
certainly be back. Next time, | think I'll have one of 
their creative, auto-themed cocktails like the Anti- 
Freeze or the Riverhead Runner, and I definitely need 
to try Joe’s Pulled Pork and the St. Louis Ribs. See

David Grisman and John Sebastian at WHBPAC

A | ohn Sebastian and David Grisman, who will 
perform together this weekend at Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center, have both helped to 
form the landscape of American music. They are key 
figures who came out of the folk revival of the ’60s, 
and both played important roles in the injecting the 
raw sounds of traditional American music into pop 
culture. 

Sebastian’s work as composer and lead of the 
influential mid-60s band the Lovin’ Spoonful was 
particularly important, as the Spoonful’s “electric 
jug band” sound, debuting in 1965, introduced 
the world to folk-rock. Sebastian penned hits like 
“Daydream” and “Nashville Cats,” which seamlessly 
joined the world of scruffy, acoustic roots music to 
the polished, electrified world of rock and roll, an 
idea that was soon taken up by other artists—most 
notably Bob Dylan.

Similarly, it was Grisman who helped bring the 
sounds of rural bluegrass music onto the rock 
airwaves, playing mandolin on the Grateful Dead’s 
roots-music-inspired masterpiece American Beauty 
from 1970, the album that gave the world the 
bluegrass-tinged favorite “Friend of the Devil.” 
Grisman’s collaborations with Jerry Garcia, 
John Hartford and James Taylor have given him 
widespread recognition as a force of American folk 
music, and his mean mandolin playing gets people 
out of their seats and dancing. 

Recently, Sebastian and Grisman have come out 
with a CD called Satisfied, a collection of acoustic 
duets, and they are having a blast playing shows all 
over the country. 

Dan’s Papers caught up with Grisman to talk about 
his musical story, and what we can expect from the 
show this weekend. 


You play a lot of instruments. Can you talk 
about how different instruments are expressive in 
different ways? For example, does the mandolin 
have a personality that’s different from the piano? 
How so? 

Instruments don’t have personalities. Musicians 
do. Having said that I will say that when a 
musician bonds with an instrument that he loves 
to play, his musical personality is made more 
complete. 


Can you talk about playing with John, and what 
you’re looking forward to about the show at the 
Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center? 

John and I have been musical compadres for over 
half a century. I always look forward to playing with 
him as we both are students of traditional American 
styles and we both are composers. Those two 
perspectives make for a very fertile collaboration! 
We also enjoy hanging out. 


What drew you to folk music? 

It was real! Traditional music that real people 
made in their homes and learned from their families 
grabbed my attention in a big way. 


How would you describe your relationship with 
music? Is it spiritual? Cathartic? Celebratory? 

All of the above in varying degrees at different 
times. Music is as close to religion as | get. 


Can you talk about your early musical influences? 
My earliest influences were music I heard on the 
radio and my dad, who had been a professional 


trombonist earlier in his life. He got me started on 
piano when I was 7. I got to experience the birth of 
rock and roll listening to the top 50 records of the 
week on the radio during the mid 1950s—everything 
from Elvis, Buddy Holly and Jerry Lee Lewis to Chuck 
Berry, Little Richard and Frankie Lymon. Later on 
came traditional folk music and bluegrass. gp

daughter was friends with Dee Myers, a respiratory 
therapist at the hospital and suggested Mantovani 
and Myers get together to jam. 

Before passing away, Sue asked Myers to keep the 
band going for her husband. And they have: Myers 
asked a few other musicians working at the hospital 
to join the group and Side FX was born. 

According to Myers, “The band keeps rocking in 
her [Sue’s] memory.” 

Although the band plays gigs mainly outside their 
workplace, Myers says the group has an dedicated 
following from the hospital. “We started with what 
we thought was going to be a small show at 230 Elm 
Street in Southampton,” said Myers. Over 175 hospital 
employees showed up to the band’s first concert in 
Southampton, and the number of attendees has 
steadily grown. Since then, Side FX has played at 
Amagansett’s Stephen Talkhouse and Riverhead’s 
Indian Island Golf Course, among many other 
local venues. 

“The mixing of the staff members is what it’s 
all about,” Myers added. “There are surgeons 
dancing with kitchen staff, engineers getting to 
know folks from medical records. Something 
magical happens—we become a family.” At the 
recent concert, the band sold merchandise and 
raised money for the Southampton Hospital Ellen 
Hermanson Breast Center. Bob Chaloner, President 
and CEO of Southampton Hospital, introduced 
the group. 

Despite the band’s popularity, rehearsing has 
been difficult since most of the band’s members 
work over 80 hours a week at the hospital. Myers, 
however, maintains that the hospital is supportive 
of the band. In reference to finding time to rehearse, 
Myers said, “The residents’ bosses are either in the 
band or are very fond of it, so they will allow for a 
little flexibility.” 

Members of Side FX include respiratory therapist 
Dee Myers on vocals and guitar, Dr. Scott Hilton on 
vocals, Dr. Ray Mantovani on vocals and guitar, Dr.

LISTEN UP PHILIP 
Listen Up Philip is a film about 
a talented, newly successful 
writer, Philip, who has all of 
the egotism and arrogance 
associated with talented 
writers and all of the big- 
headedness associated with 
the suddenly successful.

Bridgehampton Inn Continues to Shine

our review (Elegant Dining at the Bridgehampton 

Inn & Restaurant in the July 11, 2014 issue of 
Dan’s Papers) really got the ball rolling, then the 
other media kicked in and, before we knew it, we 
were out of chairs!”—-Sybille van Kempen, Innkeeper, 
Bridgehampton Inn 


I had such a great meal at the Bridgehampton 
Inn (BI) shortly after it opened in June that I had 
to go back to see if the BI, if ANY institution, could 
maintain such high standards of cuisine and service 
in the off-season. Oh my, like fine wine, the circa 1790 
inn continues to improve with age. Reviewer Gael 
Greene told me years ago to “always find something 
wrong,” when doing a restaurant review. The ONLY 
thing wrong with the Bridgehampton Inn is that it’s 
not in Sag Harbor Village where I live! 

My husband started, as he’s prone to do, with a 
Brooklyn gin on the rocks. I had a Violet Margarita; it 
was refreshing and light with a mild, salty bite. I have 


no memory of what was in it. BI bartender Kyle van 


Kempen’s creations have that effect on me. 

We started with the Harvest Squash and Pumpkin 
Soup. Husband’s comment on it was, “Oh, wow. It’s 
autumn in a cup.” | concurred and would add that it 
possesses what I can only describe as an “effortless 
texture.” | was amazed that it was made without 
cream—Chef Arie Pavlou worked this autumnal 
magic with pumpkin seeds, toasted almonds and 
cider, bringing the savory and the sweet into perfect 


harmony. 

The fritter this week was 
clam—in fact the menu read 
“Clam Week” at the top. The 
fritter was rich and lightly crisp 
with a delicately gooey interior. 
‘Fabulous. 

I had the Mushroom Moussaka 
which was a rich and tender 
festival of umami with a pleasant 
touch of thyme. Its mild cheese 
made it a great start to the meal 
in my book. I ordered an entrée of 


Anna’s cheesecake 


Hake with Chickpeas and_Clams. 
Meltingly soft and flavorful, it was 
the platonic ideal of cooked fish. 

Husband quite enjoyed his main dish of Chicken 
Chasseur with mushrooms—Chef Arie loves working 
with local fungus—but Husband tasted my hake and 
declared it THE dish of the evening. Though “Anna’s 
Cheesecake” did turn his head. “Anna” is of course 
Anna Pump, Sybille’s mother, co-owner of the BI and 
owner of Loaves & Fishes Food Shop in Sagaponack. 
I ordered her cheesecake for dessert but Husband 
had to “help.” I make a mean cheesecake myself so I 
found his reaction a bit much, but took heart in the 
fact that I own all of Pump’s cookbooks—I figured | 
can make this very cheesecake. Nope, Sybille shook 
her head, “It’s not in any of the books yet.” 

The BI continues to change both its menu and its 
cocktail menu on a weekly basis. This allows the 
staff to take full advantage of seasonal produce— 


and it’s impressive as hell. Just 
as impressive to the off-season 
crowds has been the Inn’s prix 
fixe menu. It’s $35 for two courses, 
$40 for three courses, served 
Wed./Thur./Sun., 5:30-7:30 p.m. 
It also changes weekly and 
includes the option of swapping 
out a course for a glass of wine— 
Prosecco, Palmer chardonnay or 
z Barbera. This math, of course, 
£ led my husband to immediately 
é ask Sybille if one could swap 

ALL course for glasses of wine. 
She did not say “no.” Though her 
son mans the bar, Sybille has created and expanded 
the BI wine list. As she says, she’s “very focused on 
pairings with food.” Local selections include Castello 
di Borghese, Paumanok and W6Olffer. 

What should you expect to find on BI’s fall menus? 
They do a duck dish and a fish dish every week, as 
well as some type of fritter. You can surely expect 
expert iterations of venison, apples, pears, squash 
and cauliflower. | hope they’ll tackle some German 
classics. 

It was telling that while in the dining room that 
evening we heard a multitude of accents including 
French, German, Italian and Spanish, “Bridgehampton” 
and—between bites—“Sag Harbor.” @

he Hamptons enjoyed an impressive real estate 
run during the first half of 2014, with numbers 


_ up in almost every category and virtually across the 


board. Among the more impressive areas of growth 
was Hampton Bays, where the number of home 
sales was up more than 50% over the first half of last 
year, and the total home sales volume leaped more 
than 150% in the same period. “There’s a changing 
dynamic in Hampton Bays,” says Kimberly Scarola, 
Principal at Ponquogue Manor Construction, LLC. 
“It’s a place where a lot of people who can choose to 
live anywhere are choosing to live.” 

Whether it’s The New York Times writing about 
maximizing second-home investments “west of 
the Canal” or the growing number of watersport 
enthusiasts crisscrossing the waters beneath 
Ponquogue Bridge, the message that Hampton 
Bays is in a market on the move has never been 
more evident. “The world has changed its vision 
of Hampton Bays,” says Scarola. “People are taking 
old beach cottages and knocking them down and 
building mansions on the water, because you really 
can’t get those things in Southampton or Sagaponack 
anymore—and it won’t be long before you can’t get 
them in Hampton Bays anymore.” 

Instead of mansions, Scarola is looking to other 
market demands and opportunities—“lock-and-leave, 
people who no longer want the bigger home with the 
pool and the landscaping and the maintenance but 
don’t want to leave the Hamptons”—in developing 


Ponquogue Manor, which she calls “entry level 
Hamptons waterfront.” The project will comprise 24 
townhouses, from one to three bedrooms, with 21 
different floor plans in a gated community just north 
of Ponquogue Bridge in Hampton Bays. High-end 
amenities, including a concierge service and onsite 
private marina address the demands of a Hamptons 
clientele. 

Great Peconic Bay, Tiana Bay, Flanders Bay, 
Shinnecock Bay—the local waters are just part of the 
Hampton Bays appeal. “I was speaking to someone 
the other day, and she was taking Jill Zarin to look 
at houses in Hampton Bays,” Scarola says. “You can 
be close to New York, and we have everything. It’s 
paradise for boating.” Scarola’s passion for Hampton 
Bays is personal as well as professional, as she has 
owned a home there since the 1990s. “There’s an 
ad that recently came out for Acura: there’s a voice 
in the background, a punk voice, singing ‘My Way,’ 
and the commercial starts out with these nerdy tech 
guys designing this car they really want to build, and 
going on the test track, and all these scenes showing 
how much they care about building this thing. And 
at the end they show the car, and it’s cool, and the 
catchline is ‘We built this for us, but you can have 
one.’ And that’s how we feel.” 

That sentiment also plays into a concern sometimes 
heard locally—that new construction can overlook 
local heritage. It’s a point she says they have been 
embracing at Ponquogue Manor by incorporating 
the history of the area once known as Good Ground. 
They turned to architect Bernard Zyscovich from

Miami “because we wanted a fresh approach,” she 
says, “but it was also very important that he capture 
elements unique to this environment”—design 
elements like eyebrow windows, trimming evocative 
of the crown-molding look of days gone by, cedar 
siding separated in the traditional way, “as if it been 
here for 300 years. We used the architectural cues 
and hints that are indigenous to this area but in a 
contemporary execution.” 

Blending the past with a vision for the future. It’s a 
concept not allocated solely to a single development, 
but to the Hampton Bays area as a whole. “When you 
do a project like this, it’s transformative. It changes 
the whole community, the whole perspective of 
the community,” Scarola notes. “There’s a new 
spec house across the street, other houses being 
renovated—a rising tide does lift all ships.” ga
